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Missouri Stages Strong Well Balanced Show

gether eight complete show herds from four differ- 

ent states with one entry from a fifth state. Four 
good Missouri herds, Chapman, King, Fredmar and the 
State Eleemosynary Dept., together with a few Calf Club 
boys and girls made up Missouri’s part in the show, with 
no small local exhibtors such as are usually found at 
State Fairs. Forum Holstein Farms, Dike, Iowa, carried 
off both premier awards, winning more money than any 
other two exhibitors, every member of the herd except 
one cow being of their own breeding. Forum had senior 
and grand champion female, junior champion bull, five 
firsts in the individual classes, first in all groups except 
get of sire, in which class Forum had two groups in third 
and fifth places and furnished one member of each of the 
two highest gets. Hargrove & Arnold assisted Forum in 
representing Iowa and the two took back to the neighbor- 
ing state on the north almost half of the prize money 
offered at the entire show. Femco Farms, Breckinridge, 
Minn., had the senior and grand champion bull and 
another first prize bull, making a strong showing in al- 
most every class. The other championship went to 
Chapman Farms, Kansas City, Mo., on a senior calf of 
their own breeding and they also had another first prize 
heifer. A. J. King, also of Kansas City, took two firsts, 
three seconds in the individual classes and had two sec- 
ond prize groups. C. E. Griffith had a fine exhibit from 
his Mount Riga Farms, Big Cabin, Okla., and was found 
among the leaders in quite a number of the classes, three 
times standing as high as second. The exhibit of Fred- 
mar Farms, St. Louis, Mo., attracted considerable atten- 
tion as did the twenty-eight head exhibited by the various

state institutions shown in the name of Missouri Elee- 
mosynary Dept. The sole representative of Illinois was 
Eugene Nagel of Highland, who exhibited a single ani- 
mal, a bull calf that stood second in class to the junior 
champion of the show. Two Calf Club boys got their 
heifers inside the money in the junior calf class and sev- 
eral others were out of the money in the senior division. 

The show was described by Judge R. E. Hreger as 
very satisfactory, with a good stiff contest in almost 
every class and with good quality extending down the line 
for five or-six places at least in practically every case. 

The Bulls 

Blue Earth Duke Ormsby, the Femco three-year-old 
who was champion at the early shows of the northwest, 
repeated here, beating out the Griffith three-year-old, 
Canary Paul Anna Homestead, for first place in the aged 
bull class. The Minnesota bull had considerable ad- 
vantage over the other in size and scale but either would 
have made an acceptable champion. 

The King two-year-old, Billy Homestead De Kol, last 
year’s All-American junior yearling, topped a very good 
class, with Chapman’s Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th, beat- 
ing out Forum Triune Ormsby for second place. 

Femco Pride, last year’s Reserve All-American bull 
calf; won the yearling class over Triune Ormsby Fiebe 
66th, shown by Hargrove & Arnold. 


Sons of Forum Patriarch shown by Forum won both 
the bull calf classes, the senior calf, Forum Royal Pat- 
riarch, taking junior champion honors. Senior and grand 
championship went to Blue Earth Duke Ormsby.

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The Females 


Forum’s good four-year-old, Long Hollow Mercedes 
Butter Boy, repeated her Aurora victory of the preceding 
week, taking a close decision for first in the aged cow 
class over Jennie De Kol Segis. Walker, the King entry 
who has several times had All-American mention in 
heifer form. The Forum cow makes a very creditable 
champion, although showing nearly dry, having recently 
completed a 305-day record of over 800 lbs. butter. The 
great Femco cow, De Kol Clothilde Monona, took third 
over one of Fredmar’s good ones, and Chapman’s grand 
old milking machine, Korndyke Alcartra Albino, went 
into fifth place with the other Forum entry sixth. 

Two wonderful three-year-olds fought it out in the 
next class, the Chapman entry, Winnemaug Pauline Korn- 
dyke, daughter of the old cow mentioned above, getting 
the decision over Miss Lassie Ormsby, who was _ pur- 
chased by Griffith at the recent Minnesota Holstein Co. 
dispersal. The latter is much the flashier of the two and 
had a great appeal for the ringside, but the judge gave 
the Chapman heifer the decision on her superior dairy 
temperament, better quality udder and better tailhead. 

The two-year-old class was another good one and de- 
veloped another hot contest between Forum and King. 
Forum Diana Masterpiece won out over Diana Fayne 
Triune Ormsby, both of which were blue ribbon yearlings 
at Missouri and many other leading shows last year, the 
former as a senior and the latter as a junior. Fredmar 
beat out the Chapman entry for third place. 

King took another blue in the senior yearling class 
with Miss Triune Star Belle. She is a sister to the sec- 
ond prize two-year-old, both being by Triune Ormsby 
Piebe 4th. Griffith had a daughter of Sir Johanna Bess 
Segis in second place and Forum had two daughters of 
Forum Patriarch inside the money. 

Hargrove & Arnold won the junior yearling class with 
a daughter of King Piebe, Forum having two daughters 
of Forum Patriarch in second and fifth places. 

As usual the senior heifer calf class was the largest 
of the show and one of the hardest to place. Haeger 
sorted out fourteen very creditable calves from the 
twenty-seven entries, his tops include three from Chap- 
man Farms, two from Hargrove & Arnold- Farms, two 
from Forum, two from Fredmar, two from the State In- 
stitutions, and one each from Femco, Griffith, and King. 
For his top he selected L. Jai Cee Beauty Walker, one 
of the Chapman calves of their own breeding, who went 
through to junior championship. Femco had a Graham- 
holm-bred calf in second place, Hargrove & Arnold taking 
third with a line bred K P O P. A daughter of Forum 
Patriarch took fourth place over Kings mater-sister to 
his first prize senior yearling, Griffith getting sixth in 
this strong class. 

The junior division of the calf class was somewhat of 
a let-down both in size and quality.: One of Forum’s baby 
daughters of Forum Patriarch took the blue over the King 
entry with a State heifer in third place and Calf Club 
calves fourth and fifth. 

The Groups 


The group and herd classes provided a K P O P Field 
Day, all of first prize groups being made up entirely of 
descendants of K P O P with the exception of the Ex- 
hibitor’s Herd, which included three K P O P animals 
and two of other lines. Forum took all three herd classes 
without difficulty, King getting second for Exhibtor’s 
Herd and Young Herd and third for Calf Herd, while 
Chapman had second Calf Herd and third Exhibitor’s 
Herd. 

A very strong and uniform K P O P Get of Sire was 
made up consisting of Forum Patriarch, K P O P 51st and 
two excellent milking cows from the Hargrove & Arnold 
string. The Get of Triune Ormsby Piebe, in second place, 
consisted of two two-year-old bulls, Chapman’s Triune 
Ormsby Piebe 59th and Forum’s junior herd sire, Forum 
Triune Ormsby, together with a two-year-old heifer and 
the second prize yearling bull from Hargrove & Arnold. 
Forum had two gets of Forum Patriarch in third and 
fifth places, Fredmar taking fourth on a very creditable 
get of Commander Ormsby. Seven Gets were exhibited, 
Griffith and King both naving good Gets outside the 
money. 

Produce of Cow was another interesting class with 
eight entries. Forum took first and third, their first 
prize produce consisting of their two herd sires, sons of 
the famous grand champion of former days, Owanda 
Gerben Barber. The State Institutions had two very 
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milky and good uddered little full sisters in second place 
and King got fourth on the two splendid young daughters 
of that grand old show cow, Crescent Beauty Star Belle

The Bull Classes 

Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld. the 
sire, added another to his long and growing string of 
grand championships. He was easily outstanding in a 
very good class of nine aged bulls with not a poor one in 
the lot. The lower placings in the class gave the judge 
considerable trouble for from second place down to ninth 
they were a very even lot and it was merely a 
balancing rather minor defects. Rock 
Rock River Sir Johanna Hengerveld, who has always 
been a favorite with Gillette, was given second over 
Rudolph’s good three-year-old Tower Hill King. The 
former All-American calf, King Richmond Pontiac, took 
fourth over Stewart’s good little dairy bull, Tritomia 
Ormsby Pietertje. 

One of the greatest twoyéar-olds of all time. in the 
opinion of some of the old-timers around the ringside. was 
an easy top for the next class. He is King Homestead 
Piebe Lad, owned by J. D. McDonald, and was good 
enough to give Elmwood’s famous All-American bull a 
real battle before the senior champion ribbon was 
awarded to the older bull. Elmwood’s son of Pabst 
Korndyke Star took second in the two-year-old class over 
the maternal brother to Madam Artis Wayne Denver, ex- 
hibited by Jefferson County Asylum. 

Rock River had the best of the yearlings, both juniors 
and seniors showing together. This was not an especially 
sensational class and Gillette found his junior champion 
in the calf class, King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, Elm- 
wood’s splendid young son of Queen Bessie Pietertje 
Ormsby. This youngster was also junior champion at 
Aurora and is likely to be a hard one to beat this season. 
Rock River had a good one in second place with Ran- 
dolph third and Stewart fourth. 

The Females 

A dozen very good cows made up the aged cow class 
at Springfield with the Elmwood cow, Colantha Hark 
Delaphene, taking first honors. This grand old cow was

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HE Holstein show at Central Canada Exhibition, 
T Ottawa, August 24, was somewhat larger than last 

year with 133 entries and brought out strong com- 
petition in practically every class. J. W. Innes & Sons, 
Woodstock, Ontario, fresh from their very successful in- 
vasion of the Western Province fairs and with some 
added strength from the home farm, were the heaviest 
winners, taking ten first prizes as against four for Ray- 
mondale, their nearest competitor, their winning also in- 
cluding senior and grand championship on their great 
three-year-old, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad; junior champion- 
ship for heifers on their junior yearling, Winona Lennox 
De Kol, that has been such a consistent winner thus far 
this season, and reserve senior and reserve grand cham- 
pionpship on their great dry cow, Hilda Alcartra De Kol; 
also junior champion bull on their Major Mercena Sylvius, 
a senior yearling, with the reserve championship on 
Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 13th, a senior calf.

the complete dispersal of the famous Hollyhock Herd 

at the farm in Waukesha County, Wisconsin. The 
passing of this well known herd, which is recognized as 
one of the real seed-stock producing establishments, will 
be noted with regret by breeders generally. Although 
the herd was started only eleven years ago, through care- 
ful selection of foundation females, a fortunate selection 
of herd sires, and an aggressive program of development, 
this herd has come to be recognized as one of the fore- 
most of the breed today. The herd today numbers 115 
head and it has been built entirely upon a quality basis. 
It was recently our privilege to spend a day with Fred 
Southcott, who has managed Hollyhock Farms since long 
before its pure bred Holstein herd was started and upon 
whose practical judgment in selection Col. Gustave Pabst, 
owner, has largely relied. There are plenty of larger 
herds than this one and there may possibly be better 
ones, but we know of no herd today containing as high an 
average of quality as is to be found at MHollyhock 
Farms. The production standard is well evidenced by 
the fact that last year the forty-six cows in this herd that 
milked through the year made a herd average of over 
15,000 lbs. milk. That is some achievement in itself, but 
does not tell the whole story. Going down through the 
individual members of the herd, we find that there are 
sixteen 1,900-lb. cows now in the herd with three more 
in the making. There are ten other cows besides these 
sixteen that have over 30 lbs. to their credit in 7-day test, 
and thirty-seven cows in the herd with yearly records that 
show an average of 910 lbs.

ters of cows with records from 1,000 lbs. to over 1.500 
Ibs. For a herd of this size, we submit that these are 
figures probably unequalled in our breed. 

Since 1919, the herd has been bred along Ormsby lines 
and today a large proportion of the herd are closely 
descended from Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. The 
original foundation sire was a son of King Korndyke 
Sadie Vale out of a daughter of King Pontiac Artis, one 
of the best known sons of King of the Pontiacs. This 
sire left in the herd a creditable lot of daughters, many 
of whom appear a few generations back in the pedigrees 
of the present herd. In 1919, however, Col. Pabst and 
Manager Southcott became impressed with the merit of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and the Bess Burke family 
and at the Minnesota State Sale that year they purchased 
a half interest in Sir FPietertje Ormsby Mercedes 4ist, a 
son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and Spring Brook 
Bess Burke, herself, taking a half interest with the 
Schroeder Farm at a valuation of $65,000. A few daugh- 
ters of this bull still remain in the herd. The purchase, 
however, which has had the greatest effect and has really 
been the keystone of the development -of the herd at 
Hollyhock Farms was tke purchase of the young bull, Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes, in July 1920. Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 
was a son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th and 
Wisconsin Fobes. He was three years old at the time of 
his purchase by Hollyhock Farms and at that time the 
daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th were 
just starting their sensational work and the Fobes family 
was comparatively unknown. Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes was

LL EYES of the Holstein industry one month hence 

will be focused upon Hollyhock Farms, where one 

of the outstanding herds of ths breed is to be dis- 
persed at public auction at the farm, located in the heart 
of “Cow Country.” This herd is composed largely of 
Ormsby-Bess Burke-Fobes breeding, but interest in the 
event will not be confined to breeders who are working 
along these lines. The result will be watched by the 
entire industry for the information it will give us as to 
the continued improvement of the Holstein market. The 
dispersal of the Minnesota Holstein Company herd the 
last of July for the splendid average of $1,078 has proven 
a wonderful stimulus to the entire industry regardless of 
family lines and a comparable result at Hollyhock will 
strengthen this improvement. The results of the Minne- 
sota sale demonstrated that the public is willing to pay 
real money for show type when there is production along 
with it. Hollyhock has devoted its attention more largely 
to record making than to the show ring and probably 
offers more high record animals and their sons and daugh- 
ters than any other herd of equal size has ever. offered 
for public appraisal. It has not put forth as much effort 
along show ring lines as the Minnesota establishment had 
done, but did bring out the National grand champion and 
an All-American winner last season. This is evidence 
that the type is there even though it has not been exhi- 
bited very extensively. As a matter of fact it is a con- 
servative statement to say that there are few herds that 
can show as high an average of type as is to be found 
throughout at Hollyhock Farms. 

In spite of the advantages that will come to the 
industry through another highly successful sale at this 
time and the scattering of this seed stock to strengthen 
the breeding program of other herds in all parts of the 
country, it is a matter of real regret and a loss to the 
industry to have this herd broken up and the decision of 
Col. Pabst to retire from the ranks of active breeders on 
a large scale, leaves a gap in the ranks of our construc- 
tive breeders that will be difficult to fill. 

We hope that the prices paid in the Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company will not act as a deterring factor in keep- 
ing prospective buyers away from this sale. With higher 
values definitely established on the choicest quality of 
breeding stock these animals are actually worth more to 
purchasers than would be the case with prices under 
actual value prevailing as was the case in the years of 
depression now becoming only a memory. Regardless 


of how high the prices go on some of the outstanding 
members of the herd, there will be plenty of bargains, 
as always at public sales, among the good animals of 
similar breeding, and if there should be a tendancy upon 
the part of prospective buyers to stay away through fear 
that the prices will run too high, there will be a real field 
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day for those buyers who are present. In addition to 
these phases of the sale, a trip to Wisconsin and Wauke. 
sha County is worth while for Holstein breeders at any 
time and personally we hope to have- the pleasure of 
renewing acquaintanceships with old friends from ay 
parts of the country on October 3 and 4 at Hollyhock 
Farms.

Holstein Opportunity in the South 


HE southern states have long been regarded as the 
I stronghold of the Jersey cow. The Holstein breed, 

starting later in that great land of promise for future 
agricultural development, has made steady progress and 
recent developments indicate that this progress is going 
to be much faster during the coming years. Our reason 
for this conclusion is that the condensed milk and cheese 
industries are making great strides in the southern states, 
and with the coming of the condensaries and cheese 
factories the Holstein cow follows as logically as the 
night follows day. 

Among the developments along these lines which have 
recently been called to our attention are the condensary 
operated by the Bordens Company at Sparkville, Miss., 
which receives around 160,000 Ibs. milk per day. Carna- 
tion started up in April with a condensary at Tupelo, 
Miss., and they are now receiving about 75,000 Ibs. milk 
a day. So well pleased are the Carnation people with the 
results of their efforts in the southern territory that we 
understand they are planning several additional plants 
and their faith in the desirability of the Holstein cow for 
this section is evidenced by the fact that the Carnation 
show herd this fall is going to concentrate on the southern 
circuits to help arouse interest in the breed and their 
great herd in the South. The Pet Milk Company, of St. 
Louis, is putting in a plant at Kosciusko, Miss., which 
will be about the farthest south location of a condensary 
at present. Similar developments have taken place in 
the cheese industry to take advantage of the low produc 
tion costs. Kraft has plants already at Dyersburg, Tenn. 
and Durand and Louisville, Miss., which will soon be in 
operation, and we understand the prospect is good for 
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another factory of this company at Wichita Falls, Texas. 

It is a self-evident fact that Holsteins are essential 
around these condensaries and factories if they are going 
to get the volume of milk they require for profitable 
operation. Carnation has already been instrumental in 
pringing in Holsteins around their Tupelo plant and we 
understand that the Pet Milk Company takes the same 


attitude regarding the territory around its Kosciusko 
plant. —— , 
The Holstein industry must not neglect this oppor- 


tunity for expansion. It is even more essential, however, 
that those who are directly concerned with the selection 
of Holstein cows for this new territory exercise the 
proper degree of care that the animals purchased are 
really representative of the breed from a_ production 
standpoint. We can imagine nothing that would set back 
the clock of Holstein progress in this new territory more 
than to exploit it by making it a dumping ground for 
inferior cattle. Thus, in view of these southern develop- 
ments, it is very timely this year and appropriate that the 
National Dairy Show be held at Memphis and we hope 
that Holstein breeders will not overlook the opportunity 
to put on a representative display of Holsteins that will 
help to sell the Holstein idea and make friends for the 
preed in what is still a pioneer Holstein territory. 


Every Week Again 


OMMENCING with this issue, the World resumes its

With sincere regret, we learn of the death of Mr. 


William C. Houck at his home in Chippewa, August 15, 
as a result of an operation. Until his retirement some 
years ago, Mr. Houck was a prominent figure in the 
business life of Buffalo, being connected with one of the 
large grain companies of that city. About a dozen years 
ago, when his three sons completed their college work 
in agriculture at Cornell University, the Llenroc Farms 
and herd were established at Chippewa, Ont., which has 
developed into one of the outstanding herds of this breed 
in Canada.

League Pool Price $2.24 For July 
Milk 


A net pool price of $2.24 per 100 
pounds for 3.5 milk was announced 
today by the Dairymen’s League Co- 
operative Association, Inc., as_ the 
basis upon which payment will be 
made to its members for July milk. 

This price is eleven cents per hun- 
dred higher than the return for June 
milk. The increase was due to sale 
of a larger percentage of the Asso- 
ciation’s milk in the higher priced 
classifications, and despite the fact 
that quantity of milk and number of 
pooling producers were larger than 
in July 1926. 

Production reports from the coun- 
try show that nearly 2,500 more far- 
mers pooled their milk through the 
Dairymen’s League last month than 
in the same month a year ago. The 
total quantity of milk handled was 
more than 7,500,000 pounds above 
the total of July last year.

of the Elmwood beauty as usual had a great appeal for 
the ringside. 

Jefferson County had a Creamelle heifer in first place 
in the three-year-old class, with three Tritomia daugh- 
ters owned by Stewart ranking second, third and sixth. 
Wisconsin scored again in the two-year-old class when 
McDonald’s heifer, Aaggie Segis Pontiac Piebe, nosed out 
Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld Maid, Elmwood’s daughter of 
the grand champion bull. The other Elmwood entry, 
Forum Vesta Diamond, was a strong third. : 

The Illinois placings in the aged cow class were of 
especial interest due to the fact that three- and four-year- 
olds showed with the aged cows, so that it was not simply 
a repitition of the open showing with perhaps a few more 
added, as in the other classes. The two Elmwood cows, 
Colantha Hark Delaphene and Mollie Marie Barrington 
2d, took first and second places, with Rock River’s blue 
ribbon four-year-old in third place. The Rudolph cow was 
fourth and “Old Side Hill,” the Logan producer, fifth. As 
none of the Illinois three-year-olds had placed above fifth 
in the open, none of them broke into the special state 
money. 

Surprises were in store for the ringside in the senior 
yearling classes, when Gillette turned the Aurora junior 
champion down to sixth place. This Jefferson County 
heifer is a full sister to Madam Artis Wayne Denver, the 
many time All-American heifer, and many at Aurora con- 
sidered her the logical successor to “Madam.” Perhaps 
she carried too much excess weight to suit Gillette but 
in any event, she went down and another Wisconsin 
heifer went up to first place, Beauty Johanna Pontiac 
Pietertje, owned by Christ & Braman of Ft. Atkinson. 
Paul Stewart had a heifer in second place, with two Ran- 
dolph entries placing third and eighth. 

Four quite outstanding junior yearling heifers fought 
it out in next class, and were finally lined up with Mc- 
Donald first, Jefferson County second, Randolph third and 
Rasmussen fourth. The winner of this good class, Dressie 
Pontiac Segis, went through to junior championship. She 
is a heifer with a wonderful body and rump but has not 
yet begun to develop much udder, although her teat place- 
ment is good. 

As already mentioned, a Calf Club boy, Forrest Wese- 
mann of Maple Park, IIl., topped a fine class of 24 calves. 
This is the calf that attracted so much attention in the 
Calf Club show at Aurora, where shé was not entered in 
the open class. ‘She is a very strong calf all the way 
through. The decision was very close between this calf 
and Clothilde Piebe Wayne, one of the Jefferson County 
entries. A Logan calf took third with McDonald entries 
in fourth and seventh places. One of the Rudolph calves 
beat out Elmwood’s Aurora blue ribbon winner for fifth. 

The Groups 

Only four dairy herds came out, with the Elmwood 
string including the first, second and seventh prize aged 
cows making up an outstanding group. McDonald was a 
fairly easy second, with Stewart and Logan third and 
fourth. 

When the ten graded herds were lined up, Elmwood 
had first and eighth, McDonald second, and Rock River 
third and seventh. Rock River went into first with their 
yearling herd, McDonald again getting the red. Randolph 
got his first blue with the Calf Herd, with Elmwood 
groups standing second and seventh. Rock River took 
third and Logan fourth, keeping the lion’s share of the 
money frem this class in the home state. 

Fourteen gets of various styles and sizes made up a 
rather difficult class to judge. Rock River received this 
coveted award on their get of Sir Johanna Fayne Segis 
Pontiac. This was a mature get including two aged bu!ls, 
both of which .were in the money, and two milking fe- 
males, the first prize four-year-old and seventh priz* three- 
year-old. It made guite a striking looking get with an 
imposing array of ribbons in the individual classes, but 
few of the ringside had figured this group quite so high 

as first place, many preferring the four splendid daughers 
of Dutchland Creamelle Denver Frince, shown by Jeffer- 
son County Asylum, not only because of the ribbons 
each had won in the individual classes but also because 
of the uniformity and general excellence of the group. 
Perhaps the most uniform group of older animals in the 
lot was Stewart’s get of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, in 
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secend place, consisting of the fifth prize aged bul and 
the three prize winning three-year-old heifers that were 
“like peas in a pod.” A very uniform younger get of 
Whitehurst Colantha Artis Lad took fourth for Randolph 
with Elmwood’s good young get of Dukes Mixture jy 
fifth place. Rock River had another group in sixth place 
sired by North Star Pietertje Homestead. Severa] very 
strong gets were out of the money. 


The Produce of Cow class was another strong one, 
with eleven entries. McDonald had the outstanding 
group here, with another entry of his taking fourth, 
Randolph and Rock River took second and third, respec. 
tively, Stewart getting fifth over the Jefferson County 
pair.

selected primarily because he was recognized to be one 
of the outstanding bulls of his age as an individual be- 
cause his sire represented the Ormsby-Bess Burke cross 
that they were seeking at Hollyhock Farm, and the dam, 
of course, stood out in the Erickson herd as a model for 
type. Later developments, of course, did not change the 
inheritance represented by Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes but 
when the work of the daughters of Sir P. O. M. 37th 
placed him on the pinnacle of Holstein fame and his dam 
through her own records and the work of her daughters, 
full sisters of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, won for her recog- 
nition as one of the great foundation dams of the breed, 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, himself, naturally, took a posi- 
tion as one of the most popular sires in service and hig 
sons were in demand to head the leading herds through- 
out this country and in many foreign lands. His daugh- 
ters have won high honors for production and the highest 
honors in the show ring. The result of all these factors, 
together with the judicious use of printer’s ink, has given 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes a standing and reputation through- 
out the industry excelled by no sire of the present day. 
It means something therefore to say that practically half 
of the Hollyhock herd which is going under the hammer, 
October 3 and 4, is composed of sons and daughters of 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes. There are an even fifty daugh- 
ters with ten of the older cows bred to him. 

Outstanding among the daughters of Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes, of course, is Hollyhock Piebe Fobes, the heifer 
that as a four-year-old last year won grand championship 
at the National Dairy Show and was later designated All- 
American four-year-old for 1926. Freshening several 
months after the Dairy Show, she started off with a 34- 
lb. record and promises to finish with about 1,150 lbs. for 
the year. When we saw her late in July, we were im- 
pressed with the fact that this great young cow today 
looks at least twenty-five per cent better than she did 
when she won the grand championship at the National 
last fall. At that time, she was dry while now she carries 
a full udder, perfect in shape and attachment and she 
seems to have filled out and grown into a five-year-old as 
close to perfection in type as they make them. It is very 
unfortunate that such a cow cannot be out on the show 
circuit for public display this season, and we hope she 
will go where such an opportunity will be given in later 
years. She is not by any means the only good one among 
the daughters of this sire, as his first four daughters to 
freshen in mature form average over 32 lbs. in 7 days and 
are now making comparable yearly records. The young 
daughters coming on look capable of maintaining the 
pace set by these older daughters and it will be indeed 
interesting to see the appraisal which the public puts 
upon these fifty daughters of one of the breed’s outstand- 
‘ing sires. 

The junior herd sire working with Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes since the death of the old bull last June, perhaps 
we should say the senior herd sire, is Creation, a son of 
Creator out of Champion Dora Korndyke (1,315.93 ‘Tbs. 
butter, 29,395.7 Ibs. milk), the highest record daughter of 
King Pontiac Champion and one of the highest record 
cows of the breed for two and three lactations. Creation 
has been rather kept in the background by the Illustrious 
bulls standing in service with him at Hollyhock Farms. 
As a result, there are only thirteen of his daughters in 
the herd. The oldest of these to freshen made 24 lbs. in 
7 days and is on the way to a sensational yeariy record. 
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The daughters of this bull have not the extreme size that 
is characteristic of most of the Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 
daughters, but their quality and promise is quite com- 
parable. 

Among the foundation cows in this herd are three 
sisters deserving of special mention. These are sired by 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th and represent a con- 
siderable investment in money for their purchase. They 
are May Pietertje Homestead Ormsby, All-American two- 
year-old of 1924, out of May Walker Ollie Homestead her- 
self (1,523 lbs.), until recently deposed by another daugh- 
ter of Sir P. M. 37th, the U. S. champion butter producer. 
This young cow finished an 890-lb. two-year-old record 
after coming to Hollyhock Farms, and as a four-year-old 
made a 30-lb. 7-day record and just missing the 1,000-lb. 
butter mark for the year. She is due to freshen in October 
and is one of the few cows that would give Hollyhock 
Piebe Fobes a run for her money in the aged cow class 
at the shows. The other two sisters are Wisconsin Pride 
2d (1,327.93 lbs. at three and one-half years), former 
American champion for butter and world’s champion for 
milk, and Princess Della 3d with records of 35.22 Ibs. 
butter in 7 days at three years and 958.61 lbs. in a year at 
twenty-four months. The last two mentioned were head- 
liners in the Erickson dispersal sale, where they were 
purchased by Col. Pabst and both are represented by off- 
spring in the herd. They have recently been visiting 
Detroit Creamery Farms to be bred to their sensational 
junior sire, DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, a young bull 
that we think will be better known to show ring followers 
by the time of the sale. Another outstanding occupant of 
the test barn is Pride De Kol Milkmaid, who last year as 
a senior two-year-old made over 33 lbs. and who came 
back at her freshening this year with a state champion- 
ship of over 36 lbs. in 7 days, and is still going at a record 
breaking rate on yearly test. 

They have maintained a consistent testing program at 
Hollyhock Farms and at the time of our visit in July had 
twenty head on yearly work. This group of twenty in 
the paddock at Hollyhock Farms made one of the finest 
sights I have ever seen. In addition to the females men- 
tioned, there will be a most unusual bull offering. This 
list will be headed by Creation, who since the death of 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, stands as senior herd sire. He 
is the highest record son of Creator, being out of Cham-! 
pion Dora Korndyke, the 1,315-lb. daughter of King Pon- 
tiac Champion. There are also sons of Creation and Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes from many of the high record and 
great individual cows in this herd. 

The breaking up of the Hollyhock herd will be a 
matter of real regret to breeders generally and a loss ,to 
the industry, for while these animals will help to 
strengthen and build up many other herds following the 
sale, it will be difficult to replace the constructive effort 
in breeding, development and promotion that Col. Pabst 
and his organization at Hollyhock Farms were putting 
forth in their operations.

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OLD VIOLET’S YOUNGEST DAUGH- 
TER FOLLOWS HER MOTHER’S 
FOOTSTEPS 


The youngest daughter of Idaho 
Violet Posch Ormsby, known every- 
where in Idaho dairy circles as “Old 
Violet” is showing a marked ability 
to uphold the production pace estab- 
lished so firmly by her illustrious 
mother. Ida U de Kol Korndyke, now 
a five-year-old, is the daughter, and 
the advanced registry office reports 
her 365-day test as 22,353.7 pounds 
of milk and 729.74 pounds of butter- 
fat, equivalent to 912.18 pounds of 
butter. It is her third yearly test; 
during the same lactation Ida U was 
on test in the seven- and 30-day 
classes. Her seven-day record was 
700 pounds of milk and 24.38 pounds 
of butterfat, equivalent to 30.475 
pounds of butter. Her 30-day record 
is 2,636.4 pounds of milk and 88.425 
pounds. of butterfat, equivalent to 
110.53 pounds of butter. 


This showing pleases the Univer- 
sity of Idaho College of Agriculture 
very much. Her yearly record makes 
her the eleventh cow bred and de- 
veloped by the university in its ac- 
tivity of building a dairy herd from 
a few foundation animals to make 
more than 900 pounds of butter in 
a year and her seven-day test makes 
her the eighth cow in the college 
herd to produce over 30 pounds of 
bytter in this class. 

This record constitutes a valuable 
lesson to dairy breeders who are in- 
terested in the science of making 
one or two good cows build a herd for 
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them. Old Violet and Alaska Yukon 
Colantha, now 18 years old, made 
the Idaho college Holstein herd pretty 
much the family affair that it is to- 
day. About ninety per cent of the 
present herd is related to these two 
noted foundation cows. 

On her best day Ida U gave 106.7 
pounds of milk, which measures 12.4 
gallons. This outdistances the best 
day’s record of her mother, which 
was 105.6 pounds. Though Ida U is 
showing many of the fine points of 
her mother, proving that by careful 
breeding the strong characteristics of 
a parent can be perpetuated, she has 
a long way to go before eclipsing 
the achievements of her noted mother. 
Old Violet entered the list of great 
cows by making a state record. Not 
content with her first record she broke 
it three-times and died the only Idaho 
cow to produce more than _ 1,000 
pounds of butter in a year. Her rec- 
ord was 1,000.7 pounds of butterfat, 
equivalent to 1,259 pounds of butter. 

The point that pleases the college 
most, says Professor F. W. Atkeson, 
head of the dairy department, is that 
this record is merely another indica- 
tion of the contribution a good cow 
can make to a herd when breeding is 
conducted to derive her greatest use- 
fulness. Like her mother Ida U is a 
good show individual and has been 
in the university’s Holstein show herd 
through three successful seasons. 
She is going on the circuit again 
this fall.

Black and White owners, is the 
annual summer meetings of the Wis- 
consin State Holstein Association. 
This year the affair was held August 
6, in the beautiful spacious grounds 
of the Tomah Indian School located 
just outside the city limits of Tomah 
in Monroe County. Located close to 
the center of the state, it is but nat- 
ural that attendance should be drawn 
from about the state generally, and 
among the 5,000 attendance could be 
found Holsteiners from almost every 
county of the State. 

The Tomah Indian School is main- 
tained by the United States Govern- 
ment through Congressional approp- 
riations. It was established: in 1891 
and is under direction of the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs. The actual 
management, however, rests upon L. 
N. Compton, superintendent since 
1897. Only Indian children are admit- 
ted and the sole purpose of the in- 
stitution is to give them liberal liter- 
ary education and practical training 
which will fit them not only to make 
a living but also to get on in the 
world and to take their places in the 
citizenry leadership of this country. 
Of late years, approximately 275 boys 
and girls have annually come from 
Minnesota, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
a few scattered points in the Missis- 
sippi Valley to Tomah to school, the 
government paying transportation, 
schooling, clothing, medical, and inci- 
dental expenses. 


The foundation of the present 
splendid Holstein herd now number- 
ing 75 head and acclaimed one of the 
best institutional herds anywhere, was 
laid by the government in 1902 at the 
instigation of Mr. Compton. Ten head 
of excellently bred heifers were se- 
cured from the Frank B. Fargo farm 
of Lakemills. Not a female has been 
added since, although an outstanding 
bull has stood at the herd-head con- 
tinuously since it was founded. The 
herd is handled under ordinary farm 
conditions. At one time, every pro- 
ducing animal had an advanced reg- 
istry production record. The federal 
accredited stamp of health approval 
was obtained in 1917. Herd records 
have been kept the past 15 years and 
a complete milk and butter fat ac- 
count for each animal has been kept 
without a slip the past ten seasons. 
Just to indicate what the herd is do- 
jng is to mention the records of the 
daughters of one of the sires in use: 
Seventeen animals in the herd in 
group test as 4-year-olds averaged 
29.76 lbs of. butter from 511 lbs. of 
milk; as 3-year-olds 25.21 lbs. of but- 
ter from 430 Ibs. of milk; and as 2- 
year-olds they made 17.55 lbs. of but- 
ter from 357 lbs. of milk. 

After viewing the Holstein herd of 
the school, which is maintained by the 
United States Government and which 
is the educational center for Indian 
children of Michigan, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, the crowd settled down to 
a consideration of the program of 
the day. L. M. Compton, supt. of the 


O- of the outstanding Holstein 






Tomah Institution for thirty years, 
welcomed the assemblage in the name 
of the Monroe County Holstein Asso- 
ciation and extended to them the hos- 
pitality of the school. Prof. G. C. 
Humphrey conducted a judging dem- 
onstration-contest which was won by 
Cc. C. Brace of the farm of H. A. 
Brace & Sons of Lone Rock with 
competition close and interest very 
marked. 

A basket social consumed the noon 
hour, after which President Glen 
Frank, of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, gave an excellent and inspiring 
address on the relationship of agri- 
culture and industry with especial 
emphasis on cooperation among farm- 
ers as the keynote of future agricul- 
tural betterment. (We hope to ob- 
tain a copy of this address for future 
publication). 

Following a custom established a 
year ago when Fred Pabst, R. J. 
Schaefer, Arthur Rust, John Zober- 
lin and William Everson were select- 
ed for recognition by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Wisconsin, 
four of the State leaders in Holstein 
breeding ranks were honored by their 
fellowmen with impressive ceremony. 

The four men so honored were Gus- 
tav Pabst, Dousman; Stephen A. 
Baird. Waukesha; C. A. Schroeder, 
West Bend, and John L. Chapman, 
of River Falls. Each was presented 
with an imported black ebony cane 
bearing a silver ferrule with his name 
engraved thereon. These insignia of 
recognition were presented by A. J. 
Glover, of Fort Atkinson, Wisconsin, 
who spoke briefly of the accomplish- 
ments of each of the honored men 
and their contributions to the Hol- 
stein and better farming in the state 
and their communities. 

Gustav Pabst is a lover of better 
live stock of all kinds. His Hollyhock 
farm has been a dispensary for seed 
stock of the Holstein-Friesian breed 
primarily. In this happenstance, the 
Holstein-Friesian breed is fortunate. 
Seed stock sources are indispensible 
to progressive breeding and the up- 
building of the dairy industry. Such 
farms as Hollyhock farm and such 
men as Gustav Pabst do not receive 
profits out of their farming ventures. 
The desire to improve live stock, and 
to contribute their bit to the general 
advancement of the state and the 
dairy industry therein is their com- 
pensation. 

Stephen A. Baird of Waukesha, is 
a cooperative-minded man. He be- 
lieves in. collective advancement and 
this belief is exemplified in the Wau- 
kesha County Holstein Association 
and in the various other things that 
Waukesna does in a cooperative, co- 
crdinated manner. In all such under- 
takings in this famous dairy commun- 
ity the part of S. A. Baird is well 
known to those who are familiar with 
the facts and the situation. 


Cc. A. Schroeder, of West Bend, is 
an advocate of pure bred live stock 
and its relationship to better citizen- 
ry, better homes and more prosperous 
communities. His faith in this creed 
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hes made him an outstanding 
in Wisconsin live stock circles : 
has made the county of Washington — 
one of the outstanding better liye 
stock counties of the state. Espec. 
ially is this true in the matter of own- 
ership of pure bred sires and the in- 
dulgence in cow testing associations 
Mr. Schroeder has held his sons ang 
daughter to the farm despite the tend- 
ency of farm folks to drift to the 
cities. In this he is setting an ifiys. 
trious example. It is only because of 
his sincere belief in better live stoc, 
and what association with better liye. 
stock means generally to rural life 
and welfare that he has thus gye 
ceeded. 

John L. Chapman, of River Palls 
is of much the same type as is Mr. 
Schroeder. He has given himself ang 
his time unselfishly to the develop. 
ment of dairying in the northwest gee. 
tion of Wisconsin. He has applied 
his effort diligently to making his 
county of St. Croix particularly ont. 
standing in the matter of ownership 
of real bulls and it is said that St. 
Croix today has more real good pure 
bred Holstein sires at the head of her 
Holstein herds on the farms of smal] 
breeders than has any other county 
in this great dairy state. Of late 
years Mr. Chapman has given him- 
self whole-heartedly to the progress 
of the area tuberculin test program 
in his section of the state. Former 
Commissioner of Agriculture, J. D, 
Jones, says of Mr. Chapman that he 
gave immeasurable assistance to the 
state of Wisconsin the past half dozen 
years in the furtherance of the tuber 
culosis eradicatjon program in §&t. 
Croix and adjoining counties. 

On the afternoon program was the 
sale of Milford Meadows King Aag- 
gie, a son of King Bess Burke Orms- 
by, out cf a 30-lb. daughter of Mara- 
thon Aaggie. This March calf hailed 
from the Milford Meadows Farm at 
Lake Mills, where some intensive Hol- 
stein improvement is taking place. 
“The daughters of ‘King’ and ‘Mara- 
thon’ are stepping lively on test and 
state records are falling right along” 
says Wallace Kenyon who manages 
this famous plant. The desire to own 
this splendid youngster was manifest 
in the interest centering about him. 
Fortunate indeed is the new owner, 
Mr. and Mrs. P. J. MacCann of Wil 
ton. 


Notable among arrangements it 
addition to the splendid program and 
the management of detail incident to 
the comfort and accommodation of 
the crowd was the installation of an 
amplifying system carrying the word 
and voice of the speakers to all see 
tions of the grounds.

Speaking of “forgotten testing” 
what do we say to a Holstein es- 
tablishment that is testing the 
sixth generation straight from the 
cow that formed the very foundation 
of the herd? Sounds like a steady 
consistent grind doesn’t it? Russell 
Dillon is doing it to-day out at Wil- 
liamsfield. Doing it on the sixth 
generations of two combinations 
descended from his one foundation 
cow, Ida Erie 2d. He tested Ida Erie 
2d at twelve and one-half years of 
age, and put a record on her of 901 
pounds. He put 742 on her daugh- 
ters at the same age with only 
three-quarters of an udder to work 
with. The next in line was the fa- 
mous Lindale Bonnie Pauline with 
1,250, then her daughter with 1,005 
followed by her daughter with 1,005 


pounds, and going again at a 1,200- 
pound gait. And now the heifer 
from this line of five, including 
three above 1,000 pounds, is making 
800 pounds as a two-year-old. 

The fifth and sixth generations 
of this group are being tested side 
by side, the heifer turning 800 as 
a two-year-old and the dam going 
for her second large record and 
promising to break 1,200 pounds. 
Another combination equally _re- 
markable is showing both the fifth 
and sixth generations at work in Mr. 
Dillon’s barn. 

These are two daughters of Mr. 
Dillon’s present herd sire Sensation 
being tested this year. One is mak- 
ing about 1,200 pounds and the oth- 
er, Mr. Dillon with characteristic re- 
serve, refuses to prophecy so much 
for but she looks like another 1,000- 
pound daughter for Sensation. Mr. 
Dillon made an _ 1,139-pound four- 
year-old record on one of daugh- 
ters not long ago. His list includes 
also some good records made at 
younger ages. Sensation is a son of 
Lindale Bonnie Pauline, by a son of 
Ona Clothilde De Kol. 

Other records in progress in this 
herd bid fair to add still more to 
the list of good records that Mr. 
Dillon has made during the years he 
has spent in compiling a list of nine 
thousand-pound records and any 
number of good ones. This has 
been accomplished in what has at all 
times been a comparatively very 
small herd. His test string numbers 
six, scarcely ever more than that. 
But he has accomplished a great 
deal for the breed by keeping con- 
stantly at it.

SCRUB-SIRE TRIALS AID LIVE- 


STOCK IMPROVEMENT 


As a means of increasing public in- 
terest in improved live stock, scrub- 
sire trials have been unusually num- 
erous during the last few months, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, United States Department of 
Agriculture. They are commonly 
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held in connection with picnics, live- 
stock association meetings, and simi- 
lar gatherings. Many of the trials 
are staged according to an outline 
which the Bureau of Animal Industry 
distributes, but the participants are 
usually local officials. One of the lat- 
est trials reported to the department 
was held under the auspices of a Co- 
operative creamery in Michigan in 
connection with its annual “ice-cream 
feed.” Two local attorneys, an ex- 
judge, the county clerk. and _ the 
county sheriff handled the legal part 
of the trial. The county agent ar- 
ranged for the educational features, 
including the display of posters and 
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pictures furnished by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Although the trials are mock af- 
fairs at which the prisoner is com- 
monly a scrub bull, boar, ram, or 
rooster, the jury’s decision repre- 
sents nevertheless the sentiment in 
the locality. In all cases thus far re- 
ported the trials have resulted in a 
verdict against sires that are not 
pure breds of good breeding.

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MICHIGAN ISSUES NEW QUARAN- 
TINE REGULATION 

As a result of the great increase in 
shipment of dairy cows to the eastern 
states for replacements in areas 
where testing is under way, the 
prices of cattle in Michigan have ad- 
vanced steadily. In some _ sections 
cows are worth $50.00 per head more 
this spring than they were 12 to 18 
months ago. As a result of this 
marked increase in value and the 
steady demand to supply the eastern 
market, shipments are beginning to 
arrive in Michigan from other states. 
In most cases these cattle are 
brought in to the state by dealers for 
the purpose of resale. Some of these 
eattle are from badly infected coun- 
ties and are exposed animals. They 
have been tested before shipment to 
comply with federal regulations 
covering interstate shipments, but 
may develop the disease and react to 
the next test. We do not want these 
cattle brought into the state and 
seattered out among the herds as 
they may start new centers of infec- 
tion in the clean areas. On the other 
hand, we do not want them sent east 
as Michigan cattle. Our cattle have 
the reputation throughout the eastern 
dairy sections of being healthy and it 
is very seldom that any of them fail 
to pass the retest. This reputation 
means a great deal to the farmers 
and dairymen of Michigan and should 
be protected in every way possible. 
With these objects in view, the ‘Com- 
missioner of Agriculture has seen fit 
to establish a new regulation which 
provides that all breeding or dairy 
cattle coming into Michigan, except 
those from clean herds under super- 
vision, shall be held in quarantine for 
60 days and then retested. This 
quarantine will become effective July 
1st. 

As a control measure in connection 
with the general campaign to eradi- 
cate tuberculosis from the state, this 
regulation is readily justified when 
we consider that 42 of the 83 counties 
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are already modified accredited areas 
and that the work is in progress in 
23 others, leaving only i8 counties in 
the state where the work is not yet 
under way.—H. W. Norton, Jr., Michi- 
gan Bureau of Animal Industry. 


CONTINUED PROGRESS IN ERADI- 
CATING BOVINE TUBER- 
CULOSIS 
A summary of tuberculosis-eradica- 
tion work conducted by the United 
States Department of Agriculture in 
cooperation with various’ States 
shows excellent results during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1927. An 
outstanding jachievement was the 
large increase in the number of entire 
counties which have completed the 
tuberculin testing of all cattle within 
their boundaries. The summary of 
progress shows 347 such counties dis- 
tributed among 27 States. Thus, 
more than half of the States have one 
or more such tuberculosis-free coun- 
ties. The three leading States in this 
respect are North Carolina with 82 
counties on the modified-accredited 
list, Michigan with 42, and Iowa with 

30 such counties. 

On July 1 a total of 17,600,380 cattle 
in the United States were under 
supervision for the eradication of 
bovine tuberculosis. Besides’ this 
number considerably more than 4 
million cattle are on waiting lists and 
will be tested as soon as the Federal, 
State, and county veterinary inspec- 
tors complete other work for those 
owners who signed up earlier for 
tuberculin testing. 

The total number of cattle in herds 
fully accredited as free from tuber- 
culosis exceeds 1,885,000. The work 
of tuberculosis eradication is going 
forward systematically in all States. 
During the last month of the fiscal 
year the inspectors engaged in tuber- 
culin testing applied the test to more 
than 800,000 cattle, of which approx- 
imately 24,000 were found to be 
affected with the disease. The re-

PROF. HOOPER VISITS CARNA- 
TION 


Prof. J. J. Hooper, of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky, is taking a trip 
through the West and writes the 
World his impressions regarding the 
Carnation Farms at Seattle. which he 
has just visited. Following is his 
letter: 

“At last, I have reached my trail’s 
end on this trip, for I have found the 
home of contented cows, 40 miles 
north of Seattle. Supt. Ghormley, of 
Carnation Milk Farms, very kindly 
showed me the beautiful 1,200-acre 
breeding establishment, sequestered 
in the valley of the Snoqualmie River. 
Some 1,000 fine Holsteins find a con- 
tented home here, eleven of the cows 
having produced over 30,000 Ibs. milk 
in a year. Green oats and peas are 
being cut for the cows now. Pas- 
tures are exceedingly green, sugar 
beets are growing and silage corn is 
shoulder high. So it looks like the 
cows will continue contented. -as- 
tures begin in May and continue until 
October in this state. In the fall, the 
cows are turned under covered barn 
Icts near the stables, between milk- 
ings. The Carnation pastures are in 
the river bottom, while the farms 
are up on the bluff, an ideal arrange- 
ment here where it rains a lot in the 
winter. 

“This is a real dairy center to the 
north and south of Seattle. and re- 
minds one of Wisconsin. There are 
humerous herds of Holsteins. Most 
farms also raise poultry and lots of 


farden stuff and berries are also 
grown. The Carnation Stock as well 
as that of the average farmer looks 


to be in excellent condition.”
